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eju- The friend* of Gea. Q. Clay Smith 
think that we did him injuttico in lame elito- 
risl comments which wo mad: upon tho escape 
of Morgan from hit pursuit. The General 
will, we trust, believe that we certainly did not 
intend the slightest injustice to him, but wrote 
from information which wo regarded as relia- 
b'e, and the name of our informant it at his 
service. We are free to tay that when wo 
penned the article to which exception has been 
made, we were tmarting under the mortificra- 
tion of Morgan's turccsrful and unchecked 
raiJ, and felt, is we si ill feel, that there was 
terrible and guilty mismanagement stmcwhc re 
But with the statement of facts before us, which 
aro authenticated by Gen. Smith himself, he 
appears to have acted with great vigilance, and 
made no unnecessary delay r n the route, and 
indeed nono that was not imperatively required 
from the cxhan-t'ng character of tho pursuit. 
Fr.-m the lS:b of July, wfcen he was ordered 
to leave Henderson, until ho reached Lebanon, 
afier abandoning tbe pursuit, ho did not pull 
off bit clothes, except to change his linen once 
or twl c, nor did he lie down ia a bed, except 
tbe part of a night in this city and the part of 
a night in Pulaski, after he had given up the 
clase. As for tbe ajsortion that he 
went f > sleep in the morning wiib or- 
ders not to bo disturbed until six o'clock in - 
the evening, we have Gen. Smith's authority 
to tay "it It an infamous falsehood." He 
rdached BVchmond about twelve or occ o'clock, 
ui I during that day never alept an hour, al- 
though he had slept bat fire hour* from the 
time he left Louisville, exept as he could 
catch a nap riding on his horse. Hia cfBccrs 
adrtd him time an J again to take some neces- 
sary repotie, amongst them Dr. Chambers, 
saying ho owed it to himself and hit command, 
and did induce him to get into an ambulance 
the night they left Richmond, and bleep on 
the march about two hours. No Federal offi- 
cer ever sent word that he wanted to too him 
on basicera or with informa ion who was re- 
fused admittance to his presence. Morgan es- 
caped, but the friends of Gen Smith urge that 
it was m t his fault. Hit escape from Paris 
was not because tbe General or the men under 
his command were unwilling to fight him, but 
because he would not light himself, and anoth- 
er reason why our troops dii not right him waa 
because be was in the front and they could not 
catcu him. Gen. Smith had command of 
about one thousand men, a force totally ineffi- 
cient to guard all the roads leading from l'aria 
and hold any chance against fifteej) hun- 
dred men, well mounted and well arm- 
ed, and of this thousand a part was in- 
fantry and a part Home Guards, with 
nothing but old mu-keti and shot-guns 
Still aith this great disparity of strength he 
pressed upon him and drove him from a place 
ho had declared be wonld hold. It was not in 
General Smith's power to send troop* to other 
places, lor he had none to send and was t o t 
iuf.ii mod of any force any where else to act in 
conjunction with him, nor did ho hear ol any 
in Irout until he found they bad halted at 



Morgan had been at Versailles, George- 
town, anl Cynthiana lor four or rise days. 
When Gen. S. arrived at Frankfort he 
organized a column of about thirteen hun- 
dred, and just a* he was ready to move 
he received orders to turn over hit c:m- 
mand and go to Lexington, wbicb be did hy 
riding all night en horseback, arrived there at 
seveo in the morning, trgamzed a column of 
five hundred and ninety men, and left that 
ti ght. He taw nothing more nor did he hear 
of 1 lie column on the Georgetown rosd until 
be reached Paris, though he mny probably 
hare I. ien nouti ;d cf tbeir being in George- 
town.. Af-er leaving Paris it ii evident that 
Morgan ran from General Smith like a 
aearcd dog, aad being well snppliad with 
the br.e race huracs be had sloleu, it was 
impoesiblo to catch up with bim. We have no 
doubt that in the confusiou cf a hasty organi- 
zation of extemporized troops, the most judi- 
cious order* of tbe commanding olti.-er may 
be misinterpreted by those who are not cogni- 
zant of the real situation and ns mrces. It is 
therefore no more than justice that we should 
ba careful of censuring movement which we 
were not present to witness, and i f which we 
can have but an inaeleeiuate idea from the best 
verbal source* of information. We have 
therefore deemed it proper to say thus much 
of the events of the pursuit of Morgan with 
their objects and motives as interpreted by 
th< sc who were with Gen. Smith. We ad- 
mired his chivalric bearing at the Lebanon 
tight; we know that he was burning with im- 
patience to strike another blow at the maraud- 
iug band; and wc were deeply chagrined whon 
Morgan cm-aped from hit clutchca at a time 
when he waa almost within his grasp. Tnose 
who know Geo. Smith best and shared his pur- 
suit think that he did all that wa* in the power 
01 man 10 . tie t. Wo bopo he may aoou baro 
an opportunity lo vindicate himself on a field 
where he will hare an even chance and ample 
preparation. Weknrw he will gallantly up- 
hold the honor of bi* native State and do hit 
beat to effect; the blot which the escape of 
Morgan baa left upon her fame.

Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois for their prompt 
rc-ponses to the call of General Boyle for re- 
inforcement*. Many thousands of noble sol- 
diers have pasted thiough our city within the 
last ten deyi, and are now stationed i 
where they are longing to hear of 
rebel raid. 

Horse Jockktino. — Some person* who are 
engaged in buying horses throughout the State 
for the use of the Government have resorted 
to a shameful distortion of Gen. Boyle a order 
relative lo requisitions for tbem. These men 
represent to those owning bortej that if they 
do not tell tbem the Government will saize 
them and not pay for them at the rote of eighty 
dollars until the cluao of the war, and then tbo 
owners mutt prove their loyalty. We have 
heard many instances where thi* jockey trick 
ha* been successful, and owners have psrtcd 
with their stock at small pticee in cash rather 
ban wait an indefinite time for pay. A widow 
lady living near the Mammoth Cave, who is of 
undoubted loyalty and has a son in the Federal 
service, wes induced to sell a valuable animal 
at a reduced prico by the felse representations 
of a men buying cavalry hcraes, and Mr. 
0*sley, the proprietor of the Mammoth Cave, 
was approached with tho same tricky ttory to 
persuade him to pert wilh a mule, but in his 
cise it was un>necetsfnl. The men whoaiil 
attempt to alarm parsons into the sale of their 
proparty by sbuaing their credulity ia this man- 
ner ought to bo compelled to make restitution 
to the uttermost farthing of tha full value of 
cvjry horso they have fraudulently obtained.

Thk Monstek Ram xt Savanhah, Ac— 
We lave - . i in the Philadelphia IV* some 
rather startling letters of the I'd and 4th of 
August, two of them from cn board tha Ver- 
mont in Port Royal harbor, S. C, tnd the 
others frcm Hilton Head. They all speak, 
with undisguised alarm, of tho monster 
rsm wlreh the rebel* of Savannah hava just 
completed and placed under command of J. 
P. mbioke Jone<, formerly of the United States 
Navy, and more lately Chief Executive offi- 
cer of ths Merrimsc. In addition to thu ram, 
t'le rebel* have a floating battery, which is 
ie'd to bo crrered twelve inch a thick with 
railrcad iron an! n mount tercrol very heavy 
guns. 

The ram is eillcd the F.ngal and hat been 
constructed from a new and strong British 
vcssol which ran the block ado at Savannah 
and was told to the rebels there. She has on 
armament of two 100 pound rifled gun?; fbnr 
."'I pound rifle gnn>; tix 10-inch columbiawh; 
two 24 piun iere for grapa and canister — ill 
fourteen heavy pieces. Ia shape she is simi- 
lar lo tha Merrimae, differing from the latter, 
however, in km draught of water, which is 
much less than that of her predecessor. She 
is heavily armored, and her y r.holn are Me> 
tectcd by heavy wrought iron lids, so arrange 1 
at to close at the recoil of every gun. Ss* 
haa a massive beak at eeeb. end, and it, more- 
over, provided with a scalding apparatus, 
with which to repel any attempt to beard her. 
We have no vessels ia that vicinity which can 
be reaionibly expected to be able to r. sist her. 
Toe Paul Jones is the only one that carries puns 
(he can havo the slightest fear of, and the 
Paul Jon at it nit a ram sxd is not armored 
like the Fiagal. Nearly all tho chancci teen to 
bo that thu monster, which, at tbe la it da'es, 
wa« expected out every day, will, whenever 
she make* the trial, with or without the co- 
operation of the rebel floating battery, annihi 
late our whole fleet. Oar gallant r ffieers are 
doing and will do all that skill atd bravery 
can do, but they have not what tbey noed 
The aid of a powerful ram armed and tur- 
reted like the new Monitor* seems iadirpen- 
sable to even sny considerable hope of success. 
But such a craft cannot ba ha f , for our new 
Monitors and tbe Now Iroaside* will not be 
complated for some week* yet. and, when they 
shall be, tho fearful mischief will probably 
have been done.

Buckner and Tilghman and upwards of
